That is, there was 
no pay, but every member got 
what he or she needed in terms 
of food, clothing and necessary 
expenses. This supply system is 
now giving way in the govern- 
ment agencies to a salary basis; 
no doubt this will soon take 
place in the Army too. 

What is true for thé rank and 
file is true for the officers, A 
striking thin; in China is*the 
absence of “brass” of any kind. 


distinguished from their men in 
dress or ways of living. 

What is true of the men is 
alsé6 true for women, of whom 
there are large numbers in the 
PLA. Unlike the times. of the 
Liberation. struggle, however, 
women fighters today are rare, 
although we saw women pilots 
march in the Oct. 1, 1952, cele- 
bration. They work mainly 
above the regimental level in 
the organizational, logistic and 
medical: departments.

It's not acciden 
that the chief new technique 
for abolishing illiteracy is the 
simplified method of learnin 
Chinese characters, devel 
by Chi Chuen-hua, a rank and 
file Army man. 

It takes at least 2,000 charac- 
ters to be able to read a news- 
paper, and it used to be con- 
sidered progress to learn five 
characters per day. But this 
PLA man, by using a set of 
phonetic symbols, has shown 
that 2,000 Chinese characters 
can be learned in 100 hours of 
study. The Ministry.of Educa- 
tion has now given this method 
nationwide use. 

According to Hwang T 
the Chinese army used to be 
percent illiterate. Even taking 

into account several million form- 
er KMT soldiers now part of the 
PLA, illiteracy is rapidly disap- 


pearing.

“listed” publications. They are 
not free to make friends at will, 
for they, might be “listed”. And 
certainly most of our citizens 
are not brave. Many of them are 
afraid to disagree with anybody 
about anything, afraid even to 
sign parts of our beloved Con- 

stitution.

MR. PRESIDENT, as a Ne- 
gro I would like to call your 
special attention to the situation 
of the 16 million Negro citizens 
in our country. 

A great deal has been said 
about the cold war against Rus- 
sians, but very little has been 
said nor understood about the 
cold war against the Negro 
ple right here in these United 
States. 

All of us, every Negro man, 
woman and child, are soldiers 
at war; not at aggressive war 
against our Government and fe 
low-citizens, but fighting a de- 
fensive war for. survival and 
progress.
